Ickes reiterated “what I’v e been 
say ing for a y ear and a half— 
there ou ght to be no non-essential 
d riv ing and there Is a lot of it.”

Hitler is virtually in con stan t 
touch with Prof. Albert Speer, 
n azi min ister of mun ition s, on the 
progress of con struction still go­ 
in g on after three y ears. As fast 
as fortification s are completed 
troops take up posts. They are 
con stan tly 
en gaged in an ti-in ­ 
vasion d rills.

Pictures of the Atlan tic wall 
are bein g published by the Ger­ 
man s regularly for propagan d a 
purposes in an effort to con vin ce 
German s of the impregn ability of 
the European fortress.

after night on the reserv ations 
and in the v icinity of the reserv a­ 
tions. There hav e been some fa­ 
talities in the v icinity of and on 
these reserv ations which some of 
the citizens inform me are (iu e 
directly to bootlegging, excessiv e 
u se of liqu or, and other cau ses 
which cou ld be m easu rably re­ 
du ced by adequ ate law enforce­ 
m ent personnel.’’ 
Stefan m ade these observ ations 
in appealing to the hou se ap­ 
propriations com m ittee to prov ide 
fu nds for additional policemen— 
at least one more for each of these 
reserv ations. 
Plea Rejected. 
The com mittee, in reporting the 
interior 
departm ent 
su pply 
bill 
containing appropriations for the 
bu reau of Indian affairs, rejected 
the plea and instead approv ed the 
bu dget bu reau ’s recom m endation 
of an increase of $2,340 in the law 
enforcem ent item for all reserv a­ 
tions throu ghou t the nation. 
Officials of the bu reau of In­ 
dian affairs explained that the ad­ 
ditional $2,340 wou ld be spread 
ou t in the form of salary increases 
for all reserv ation po l i c e m e n 
rather than the addition of any 
law enforcem ent officers.

anese assertions have not been

sou rces. They are similar to many 
Japanese claims in the Pacific war 
which later have been exploded. 
The American landings were 
made at Holtz and Massacre bays 
in the wake of heavy aerial bom­ 
bardment, followed by thu ndering

reporter was qu oted as saying. 
Fog Halts Planes. 
Fog floated in to halt the air 
attacks for a while bu t the weath­ 
er later cleared to allow the U. S. 
planes 
to come back and deal 
heavy pu nishment to the Japanese 
defenders, it was admitted. 
The reporter claimed that on 
May 14 the small Japanese gar­ 
rison continu ed to hold ou t. 
He also asserted that he saw a 
“tremendou s explosion shake a 
warship”—an attacking ship which 
he said was either a battleship or 
cru iser—"And a hu ge tower of 
water shoot u p several hu ndred 
feet into the air.

"In my opinion the legislatu re 
shou ld enact a law making the 
maximu m limit not more than 35 
miles per hou r in order to con­ 
serve ou r ru bber su pplies. 
"It is almost impossible for the 
office of price administration to 
enforce the 35-mile limit when 
the Nebraska law permits a sp ^d 
of 55 miles at night and 60 miles 
in the daytime.” 
Felton qu oted Ru bber Director 
Jeffers on the need for a 35-jnile 
limit and pointed ou t that Jeffers 
had recommended the adoption 
of that limit as state law.

administrator; and H. R. Tolley, 
chief of the bureau of agricultural 
economics of the agriculture de­ 
partment, and former AAA ad-, 
mlnistrator. 
Before becoming AAA adminis­ 
trator, Evans served as an assist­ 
ant to Vice President Wallace 
when the latter was secretary of 
agriculture. It was in the early 
days of the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion that the government paid 
farmers bounties to plow up a 
part of their cotton acreage and 
to slaughter a part of their pigs 
and sows. 
Conference 
Chairman Marvin 
J ones figured prominently in the 
AAA picture as chairman of the 
house agriculture committee. 
He 
helped put through congress leg­ 
islation authorizing the payment 
of iubsidies to farmers cooperat­ 
ing with programs designed to 
bring farm production 
in

with a demand which would as­ 
sure growers fair prices. 
Likewise,

to hide. 
He had one word to describe 
the four-ton bombs which British 
Lancaster and Stirling bombers 
drop upon the city on the periodic 
occasions when large-scale raids 
are possible;

The conviction of Marshal Her­ 
mann Wilhelm Goering that Brit­ 
ish raids upon Berlin never would 
be possible resulted in inadequate 
shelter protection, he pointed out. 
Consequently, the cellars of Ber­ 
lin are crowded “ rat-trap^" and 
there are few havens of safety. 
Ankle-Deep In Glass. 
After each big raid, this scmrce 
revealed, the streets of Berlin are 
ankle-deep in broken glass. At the

They ordered the 
barber shop closed declaring the 
floor where the potatoes were 
stored was overloaded in viola­ 
tion o fthe building code.
